Some time, before this ſettlement there was noiſe of breaches at 
Tangier, which occaſioned diſcourſes of the neceflity of building with 
Chelts,and obliged Sir Hugh Cholmeley to frame two Cheſts for a tryal 
nnder the Survey of Mr. Shere a Gentleman, Sir Hugh had lately en- 
rertained, who was experienced. in ſuch Works, and under whoſe 
care they were {ent to Finer , :from whence Mr. Shere embarks for - 
Genoa, to take exact obſervations of their proceedings, atthis return 
r0 Tangier gives his advice for building an, inner, Mole with Cheſts, 
and for Protection of this an outward Workin dimenſions much 
greater than that which was Contracted for, and.in the ſame way, 
adviſed Sir. Hugh at his arrival wc Tengier, Aprit following,to proceed 
upon the repair of the Work.. "The, Work with Cheſts ſeemed to 
E3 Hugh ſuperfluous,” becauſc ir required an,eurward one for prote- 
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&ion of it, and this was propoſed to be made of Stones frem. 2.5 ta. 
30 Tuneach, which by reaſon of. the continual agirations of the 
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Seas was at Tangier wholly unpradticable : He therefore. immedi- 
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acely applied irpſe} ro the repair.of che Work by Axtibeial Pillars

The Winter ending, the Year 1674.. brought news of ſome 
breaches at:Tangier ,' which Sir Hughbeing much troubled to hear, 
and aſſured within himfelj he knew to cure the Evil, fo as would 
take oft all future complaints, if the-want of money, and perplex- 
ities of an Exchequer Account could give hin leave togo tg Tangzer, 
offered. unto the Lords inthe Year 1674. certain propoſals whereby 
he undertook both to repair the preſent Work, "and ro carry it 100 
Yards farther-into the Sea, by which means there would be a Har- 
bour for Ships to ride ſafely in four Fathom at low Water ; and all 
this ro be done in fix Years, for' the Annual 'Eftabliſhment, and 
though he could not giveſecurity for the whole'Sum, he offered to 
give, from Yearto Year, ſecurity fot the Money he ſhould receive; 
and to be -puniſhed or rewarded- according; to: his yearly perfor- 
mance. Mr: Shere taking advantage of thete propoſals, framed 0- 
thers,by which:he undertook the Work at't oogs ?. leſs in'the whole; 
and with great upright Cheſts, maintaining that Figure belt againſt 
the reflux Sea.; whereas-by Sir- Fugh's offers: the ſame was to be 
done in ſolid Work, and-with Chefts too, yer ſ6-placed that the 
force of the Sea ſhould be wholly diffipated by aſlope and gradual 
interception of- the Waters, after the'imitation'of Nature) thar from 
this poſition -doth int miany-places guard the Coaſt mieerly by a bank 
of :Sand. .

at Genoa, and conlidered the way of their practice, it had been no 
unuſual thing for one that had been ſo many years trained in the 


q Work under Sir Hugh to profit himſelf upon ſuch defects as hemight 


have obſerved. Lec us then take a view of the preſent Rare of the 
Work, by which we ſhall ſce how far Mr. Shere hath exceeded of 
come come ſhort of Sir Hugh his propoſals, or how near he hath 
hicherro complied with his own undertakings, : 
Sir Hugh having carried the Mole 500 Yards into the Sea, within 
which there was abour 18 foot depth at low Water, was very defi- 
rous to leave the ſame compleat and finiſhed, thar fo it might have 
had compariſon with any furure Work. He offered for one Years 
eltabliſhmenc co compleat the Repair, and to finiſh the ſame,as well 
on the inſide as outward, andto carry it farther 15 Yards into the 
Sea, and to give {tcuriry ro do all this in ſo ſubſtantial a way, as 
upon view and Tryal ſhould be judged and found durable, and in 
caſe of failure, to pay back the whole Money, or as much as ſhould 
be judged the deficiency might amount unro. But it was concluded 
that this Repair ſhould allo be undertaken by Mr. Shere, who ha- 
ving now received 60000 /. and ſpent three years laſt Midſummer 
about the ſame, we hear hath repaired the old Work, but there was 
not at Midlugamer ane foot advanced into the Sea, nor will the ex- 
nce of another Year, at his rate of Work, ſcarce finiſh that which 
Sir Hugh offered to give ſecurity to do for one Years allowance yer 
Mr. Sheze. compures he hath every Year performed his complemenc 
of Work, which was, 36 Yards yearly in length, until the whole 
were faiſhed, and poſlibly hehay haye done fo according to the 
Numerical. quantiry of Cybical Yards. contained. in the Chefts 
placed; | but certainly there 1 much more Work to ſecurethe Foun- 
dations gf: his Cheſts, 2nd that according tohis own Propoſals, than

And now that the Work done by Sir Hugh is com - 
plearl :hnwfhed and made.duraþle by Max Shere htad felt. Sir Flugh

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the King much more chan the paſt Work now repaired hath dorie; 
Sir Hugh humbly conceives the way of building 1s nothing impro- 
ved, and that it had been better to have continued the Work in che 
old way, and afterwards to have ſecured it as Mr. Shere bath done 
the paſt Work, than to proſecute itin a way much more coſtly, and 
by confeſſion of himſelt no leſs durable ; Sir Hugh was for building 
with Cheſts as well as Mr: Shere, he differed only in the way of pla- 
cing theſe Cheſts, which Sir Hugh propoled by ſeveral Rows, one 
ſer within the other, gradually breaking and intercepring the Sea, 
Mr. Shere maintained, and undertakes co do'the Work by one ſolid 
Body, and an upright fide , which from its own ſtrength ſhould fe- 
cure the Work without any other outward Work or Defence what- 
ever; to this Sir Hugh's Objections were, the difficulty of placing, 
theſe Cheſts cloſe one to the other, as at Genoa, and the danger of 
the Works falling when the Worm had conſumed the Wood of the 
Cheſt : By what hath been practiſed it is plain the Cheſts cannor be 
clole joyned ſcarce nearer than four foot one tothe other, which oc- 
_ caſions the ſupplying the vacancy with a ſmall Cheſt, which hath 
little ſubſtance, and therefore muſt occaſion many fears, and for 
the great Cheſts, they are made of ſuch ſtrong Plank, and fo bound 
with Timber,that it 15 nor poſlible for the Worm ſuddenly rodeſtroy 
them, and itis plainly demonſtrable, that if the "Cheſts were filled 
with Sand, they cannot poſlibly give way whilſt the Wood Work 
continues unperiſhed, and thererefore no tryal of the Work can be 
ſuddenly expedted ; bur if Mr. Shere be obliged to fecure his great 
Cheſts by other lower Cheſts ſet outwards towards the Sea, ther 
whatever he may pretend, his proceeding is directly according to 
Sir Hugh's Propolal,only in the way of a far greater and needleſs ex- 
pence by all the coſt of the great Cheſt, which is plainly demonſtra« 
ble from the folidiry of the old Work, built withouc Cheſts, and 
made durable by means of fuch an outward Work as in the foreſaid 
- is prefuraed neceſfary to fecure the prefent Work with great 
eſts. 

It is not the Intention of this Paper todiminifh ought from Mr; 
\Shere,whoſe diligence Sir Hugh heartily wiſhes may have all encou- 
ragement in ſo publick a Work ; but nor being conſcious by the Pro- 
greſs ſince he left the Work, or by the future advance, thar ic will 
appear he hath any ways mif-employed the Kings Money ,hethoughy, 
it not unreaſonable, in order to his own Juſtification, to ſer down 
this ſhort Narrative of the whole — Written m the Year 1 6yy. 
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
